AN AOT to authorize the Bank of Weyauwega to reduce its eapital
stock, [and] to change its location and name.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ale and assembly, do enact as follows :

Sgorion 1. The Bank of Weyauwegs, at Weyan- Ospital stoek
wegs, is heroby authorized to rednyoe it %apital stocyk o N7 B0 rednet
a sum not less than twenty-five thousand dollars, the
outstanding circulating notes of said bank having first
been reduced to that sum, and said bank having filed
a certificate with the secretary of state, in compliance
with subdivision thirteen of an act to amend chapter
four hundred and seventy-nine of the general laws of
Wisconsin for the year 1852, entitled * ah act to su-
thorize the business of banking in the state of Wiscon-
sin,” approved May 15th, 1858 : provided, that said rrovise.
bank shall be required to pa{ to the state treasurer all
taxes due the state on the full amount of its capital up
to the day on which the certificate is filed with the reg-
ister of deeds, a8 provided in section two of this act.

BuorioN 2. The president and cashier of this bank Gertifeawts be
may, at any time after the passage of this act, file in
the office of the register of deeds of Waupaca county
a oertifieate, under oath, stating the sum to which the
capital stock of said bank is reduced, and from and
after the filing of said certificate, the capital stock of
said bank shall be 8o reduced, and from that time the
tax shall be collected only on the stoek so reduced.
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SectioN 8. The said bank is hereby authorized to
remove its place of business from Weyauwegs, in the
county of Waupacs, to any other place in this state
where by law a bank may legally be located, upon filing
with the bank comptroller a certificate of the secretary
of state, that said bank has complied with the require-
ments of subdivision thirteen, mentioned in section one
of this act, and setting forth in said certificate the place
to which said bank is removed: provided, the holder or
holders of any outstanding circulating notes of said
bank may have such notes presented and the paymant
thereof demanded, and may cause such notes to be
protested for non-payment at the place to which it shall be
removed, in the same manner and with the like effect as
if the same had been so presented, demanded and pro-
tested at Weyauwega, in said county of Waupaca.

SectioN 4. Before the removal of said bank, as pro-
vided in section three of this act, a certified copy of
the certificate recorded in the office of the register of
deeds of Waupacs county, in pursuance of section nine-
teen of “an act to authorize the businees of banking
in the state of Wisconsin,” approved April 19th, 1852,
shall be filed in the office of the register of deeds in
the county to which said bank shall remove, as herein
provided.

Sgorion 5. The bank comptroller shall not issue to
said bank, after it shall file its ocertificate to remove its
place of business, as herein authorized and provided,
sny circulating notes, unless the same shall distinctly
mention the place to which it shall be removed as the
place of their issue and redemption.

8rotton 6. The said bank shall have power, and is
hereby aunthorized, to change its name from the Bank
of Weyauwega to that of any other name, upon the
president and cashier of said bank filing with the bank
comptroller a eertificate, sétting forth the name selected
for said bank, and the written indorsement on the same
of the approval of the bank comptroller to the name so
selested, and .shall file in the office of the register of
deeds of the county where said bank is located, a copy
of said oertificate, and whon so filed, the name of the
Bank of Weyauwega shall be changed to the name #0
selected, sard under its new name so chosen, shall be
lisble to pay all ¢he debts, dues, obligations and demands
against said Bank of Weysuwega of every name and
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nature, and the circulating notes of said bank may be
presented for redemption to the bank under its new
name, with the like force and effect as if presented to
the Bank of Weyauwega before the change of name.
8rcrron 7. After the change of name of said bank, »

the bank comptroller shall not issue any circulating after laued to
notes to said bank without having the name and place ™™

of redemption of its notes distinotly placed upon the
bill 8o issued.

Ssorion 8. This act shall and be in force from and
aftor its passage and publioation.
